John Gilbert Fisher was born at 


Berlin, Somerset county, sixty-three 
ears ago and died in Bedford July 
17, IS'.i'j. He was a son of Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Henry Fisher, who died at their 


home in Berlin several years ago. 
Decedent came to Bedford when a 
young man. For a number of years 
he taught school in this county, at one 
time being principal of the Boydstown 
school. He finally forsook the peda- 
gogical path and entered the field of 
journrJis'm. From 1871 to 1830 he was 
local editor of the BEDFOKII GAZETTE— 
and right well did he perform the 
duties pertaining to the position. He 
was a Trenchant writer, fearlesc and 
forceful. 
Mr. Fisher served as deputy 


register and recorder for six years and 
as clerk to the county commissioners 
for nine "ears. In politics he was a 
Democrat and with pen and voice ablj1 


espoused the principles of that party. 


On the twelfth of May, 
1SG3, 
he was 


united in marriage to Miss Martha J. 
Snively, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. An- 
drew Snively, of Schellsburg. To this 
union three children were born, name- 
ly, Andrew S., William II. and Harry. 
The last named died in Bedford in 
Is30. Andrew S. is an attorney, and, 
with his mother and brother, lives in 
Altoona, to which place the family re- 
moved seven or eight years ago. De- 
cedent is also survived by seven broth- 
ers and one sister—Prof. Harry W. 
Fisher, a prominent educator, of Pitts- 
burg; Prof. Philip Fisher, a well known 
instructor, of California; Rev. Frank 
Fisher, of Philadelphia, and Rev. Will- 
iam H. Fisher, D. D., of Easton, Lu- 
theran ministers; Samuel Fisher, of 
Dakota; Mrs. Rufus Landis, Tobias 
and Daniel Fisher, of Berlin. The fun- 
eral services were held on Wednesday 
afternoon at four o'clock and were con- 
ducted by Rev. Martin L. Culler, pas- 
tor of tbe Lutheran church.

the venerable Dr. W M. Deatrick now 
happening at the residence of Prof. C.

Rev. Dr 


Deatrck, as many of our readers will

FATALLY INJURED. 


John 11. Miller Killed By a Self-Inlllctetl 


Gunnhot Wound. 


On Friday evening of last week John 


H. Miller left the house of his brother, 
Josiah Miller, of Cessna, with a shot- 
gun to shoot a squirrel which was on a 
tree nearby. Shortly af ter,his nephew, 
•who was the only person in the house, 
heard the report of the gun and when 
he went out found Mr. Miller lying 
across his gun on a bank a few feet 
from the house with a wound in his 
abdomen. Theinjureclman died before 
the boy reached his side. 


At first it was thought he had com- 


mitted suicide, but at the inquest, 
which was held on Friday night, the 
jury rendered a verdict "of accidental 
death from a gunshot wound in the 
abdomen." The jury consisted of the 
following persons: Elias Blackburn, 
Samuel Ickes, J. F. Anderson, A L. 
Nycum, George J. Koontz and Frank 
Naugle. 


John H. Miller was born in Mor- 


rison's Cove about fifty-four years ago. 
He was mar.'ied to Miss Mary Rice, by 
whom he had six children, four of 
whom are living, namely, Lydia, Dola, 
Myrtle and Artemas, of Rochester,Ind. 


He is survived by the above named 


children, three brothers, Josiah, Jere 
miah and Michael, and three sisters, 
Mrs. W. KoonU, Mrs. W. Reininger 
and Mrs. George Croyle.

Lockjaw Killing Many. 


Victims of tetanus, next to hydro- 


phobia, the most deadly of diseases, 
number scores in Pennsylvania, New 
York and New Jersey. Since July 4 it 
has been epidemic. Six deaths have 
resulted from it in Philadelphia alone 
and reports from other cities are even 
worse. The public has at last awaken- 
ed to the fact, long known to physi- 
cians, that there is no sure cure for 
lockjaw in its acute stage. The con- 
sensus of opinion of doctors inter- 
viewed is that for acute cases of this 
disease there is no known sure cure. 
Death is almost certain, the percent- 
age of fatalities running as high as 
eighty-five or ninety per cent. Just 
why this present outbreak should 
come no one seems to know. All sorts 
of theories are advanced, but none 
stands investigation. 
The bacilli of 


tetanus are found in the ground, more 
particularly near 
stables, but else- 


where as well. The summer has been 
very dry, and some theorists believe 
that the wind scatters the germs. But 
last summer was warmer and drier 
than this and the cases of lockjaw 
were few and far between. Another 
theory was that germs may have got 
into the gunpowder used on the Fourth 
while it was being packed, but that is 
ridiculous on its, face. The truth is, 
no one can even give a guess as to the 
reason for the epidemic. 


We were pleased to learn, during 


the past week, that some p'-actical 
efforts are being made by some of our 
citizens that 
may result in the es- 


tablishment of an. industrial enter- 
prise in our town. In order to receive 
correct data in regard thereto, so that 
we could intelligently inform our read- 
ers, many of whom will be deeply in- 
terested, we called upon Humphrey D. 
Tate, Esq., the originator of the coin- 
tetnplated enterprise, and requested 
the privilege of interviewing him. 
"Have you any reasons," we asked, 
"why the public should not learn, 
through our columns, what efforts, if 
any, you have made and are making in 
regard to the starting of some indus- 
trial enterprise in liedford, and what 
prompted you to make such efforts?" 


Mr. Tate politely informed us that 


lie would be pleased to comply with 
our request, but would answer our last 
question first, and spoke as follows : 


"No one will, indeed, no one can 


have but one opinion in regard to xhe 
deplorable business conditions as they 
have existed and do now exist in our 
community. 
The large majority of 


our men are poor, dependent upon 
their personal efforts for the ordinary 
necessaries of life, for themselves and 
their families; they are willing and 
anx'ous to work, and work every day 
in tt ' year, but there is no permanent 
employment, except for a comparative- 
ly small and limited number. It fol- 
lows, therefore, of necessity, that the 
greater portion of our people are de- 
pendents —non-contributors — non-pro- 
ducers. Yet our people are not drones, 
either by nature or by choice; our 
young people do not desire to be idle 
loafers; they greatly prefer to be 
"bread-winners'1 and self-supporting; 
to be part and parcel of the great bee- 
hive of industry; and they desire to oe 
such, if possible, among their friendb 
and sui rounded by the endearing, re- 
straining and protecting influences of 
home. It is a, sad fact that our young 
people, the life and the hope of the 
town, under normal conditions, are 
compelled to leave us and seek new 
homes and employment in unfamiliar 
fields, simply because they cannot re- 
ceive employment here. To remain 
means to gvow up and struggle as their 
parents ha^e had to struggle, with the 
added danger that increased competi- 
tion will make their lot a more trying 


one. 
'Times have changed and we 


have changed with them.' The luxu- 
ries of twenty years ago have become 
the necessities of to-day, so that the 
struggle for an honoreble existence 
lias become more intense 
Many who 


long for employment, ev-.'n in strange 
places, cannot go away because they 
cannot receive the money needed to 
pay their expenses of t1 avel, location, 


etc. 


"What I have stated applies with 


equal force to our boys and our girls. 
Our girls have as much solf-respect, 
energy and industry (if not more) as 
our boys, yet the lot of our girls is 
more hopeless. Many reasons restrain 
them from seeking- employment in 
strange cities and towns, and parents 
fear to have them make the effort 
Such reasons need not be here men- 
tioned, but will readily suggest them- 
bclves to all parents and interested 
friends. On this account we have a 
surplus female population, intelligent, 
active, ambitious, with nothing to do. 
Such being the conditions in our town, 
it occurred to me that any industry 
that would offer honorable and pleasant 
employment to our surplus female pop- 
ulation would be of benefit to the town 
and serve a most deserving portion of 
our population. 


''Because I am convinced that what- 


ever benefits a town benefits, directly 
or indirectly, every individual member 
of it; and because I believe that, the 


functions and the machines do the 
rest. Her compensation thus depends 
upon the intelligent exercise of her 
eyes and hands—as all are on an equal 
basis as far as power to run the ma- 
chine is concerned. It has been dem- 
onstrated, at every point, where sach 
factories have been started, that i.he 
operators, after the first month's ex- 
perience have earned from $3.50 to .67 
per week of fifty-five hours' work, or 
an average weekly wage of S4 for each 
of the hundred or more employees. 
What has been accomplished else- 
where can be done here, as I am con- 
fident we have as active and energetic 
and intelligent girls here as they have 
in any town in the state. 


"You 
ask about the capital neces- 


sary 
to run 
such an 


and the attending risks 


enterprise 


be in- 


curred. 
Yes, I will tell you. 
In 


every business transaction, no mat- 
ter what its nature may be, there is 
bound to be some risk — but in this en- 
terrrise, by afortunate combination of 
circumstances, the element of risk has 
been reduced to a minimum. The large 
amount of capital needed to purchase 
materials, pay freight, employ an ex- 
perienced cutter, pay wages of opera- 
tors, secure the services of active sales- 


men, 
the dangers of competition, bad 


.lebtors, change of styles and fashions, 
old stock on hand, etc., etc., have all 
jeen eliminated, because our stock 
will be sold before it is manufactured 
The only capital furnished by the citi- 
zens of Bedford will be invested in the 
plant, and this amount is comparative- 
ly very small when the incom thereon 
is considered and is derived from labor. 
Therefore, every dollar made, whether 
it is §5,000 or 810,000 per year, comes 
from the outside, remaini, here, and is 
spent and distributed among our busi- 
ness men, every branch being a sharer 
in its receipts. 
A 11 the capital needed 


to run the f actorj is assumed and fur- 
nished by outsiders. As before stated, 
the matter is in the control of tbe citi- 
»ens of Bedford. They must decide. 
I sincerely hope, in fact, I expect to 
push the enterprise to a successful re- 
ality. I know it will require effort. To 
succeed means to overcome and break 
down selfishness, indifference and old 
fogy notions, which heretofore, too 
much, have swayed all of us. To do 
this, is worth a year's hard work. 


"1 am especially auxious to succeed, 


because I am convinced that if we make 
this one effort a success, other enter- 
prises will follow in its train. There 
is no substantial reason why, within 
the next few years, several little en- 
terorises should not be in successful 
operation in Bedford, 
from 
which 


the wage revenue derived 
should 


amount to one thousand dollars per 
week, all o£ which would be spert in 
our town. Contamplate and calculate 
the benefits to be derived from such an 
addition to the money now circulating 
m our midst. 


"I have intentionally used the words 


little enterprises' because I realize 
thatlarge enterprises, involving a great 
amount of capital and employing hun- 
dreds of men, cannot be expected in 
our place, and, therefore, ought not to 
be considered. But by a number of 
small ones we can attain the same gen- 
eral practical results."

for the last month, Secretary of War 
Alger to-day placed in the president's 
hands the letter of resignation which 
he wrote out nco-rly two weeks ago 
and which will become effective on 
August 1, or "at the pleasure of the 
president." 


Although Secretary Alger has again 


and again declare'! in the last six 
months that he v;ould not retire from 
the cabinet under fire, nor until t'ue 
president asked for liis resignation, 
he has been compelled to drop his 
bravado and get out before there was 
any let-up in the war on him, and 
without receiving the direct request 
fi'om the president, which ho insisted 
he must have. He will no1/, it now 
appears, even stay to write the annual 
report, in which he intended to at- 
tempt a vindication of his manage- 
ment of the war department, and that 
work will bo done under the direction 
of his successor. 


Alger qi-its the cabinet under a 


darker clouil than any man who has 
had a seat at a president's official 
table since the days of Belkuap and 
his fall will elicit none of thp sympathy 
that went out to Grant's unfortunate 
secretary of war. Alger's appointment 
in the first place was in itself a scan- 
dal, in view of the stain on his mili- 
tary record and the political connec- 
tions that had been publicly charged 
to him by John Sherman. But Presi- 
dent McKinley ".ias been well punished 
for his worse than weakness in invit- 
ing Alger to a seat at his cabinet 
table, and for liis lack of courage in 
failing to ask for Alger's resignation 
a year ago, when his mismanagement 
of affairs 
became apparent to the 


whole world. 


It appears almost certain that the 


president has not as yet picked out 
anyone to succeed Alger. Many names 
are mentioned in connection with the 
prospective vacancy, all of them of 
men who have been more or less dis- 
cussed as possible secretaries of war 
ever since Alger's retirement was first 
mooted. Governor Roosevelt, of New 
£ork, is a strong favorite, as wel1 as

to France, and Gen. James H. Wilson, 
of Delaware, now in Cuba. It is also

The constantly increasing strictness 


of the censorship of press despatches 
from Manila, which has prevented the 
cabling to the United States of any 
tiling that did not reflect official views 
of important events and conditions, 
has resulted in a united effort on the 
part of the correspondents in the 
Philippines to secure an abatement of 
the rigor of the censorship. 
They 


have had two long interviews with 
Major-General Otis, commander of the 
military forces in the Philippines, 
when they asked that they ba allowed 
to cable to their respective papers all 
facts and the different phases of events 
as they transpired in the islands. The 
correspondents 
complained that the 


evident purpose of the censorship was 
not to keep information from the 
enemy but to keep from the public a 
knowledge of the real condition of 
affairs. It was made clear to General 
Otis that tlie objection was to the 
system and not to the censor. 
After 


the conferences the censorship was as 
strict as ever and the correspondents 
prepared 
the following statement, 


which was published in all the leading 
dailies of this country on Tuesday: 


"The undersigned, being all staff 


correspondents of American newspa- 
pers stationed in Manila, unite in the 
following statement: 


"We believe that, owing to official 


despatches from Manila made public 
in Washington, the people of the Unit- 
ed States have not received a correct 
impression of the situation in the Phil- 
ippines, but that these despatcheshave 
presented an ultra-optimistic view that 
is not shared by the general officers in 
the field. 


"We believe the despatches incorrect- 


ly represent the existing conditions 
among the Filipinos in respect to inter- 
nal dissensions and demoralization re- 
sulting from the American campaign 
and to the brigand character of their 
army. 


"We believe the despatches err in the 


declaration that 'the situation is well 
in hand,' and in the assumption that 
the insurrection can be speedily ended 
without a greatly increased force. 


•'We think the tenacity of the Filipi- 


no purpose has been underestimated 
and that the statements are unfounded 
that volunteers are willing to engage 
in further service. 


"The censorship has compelled us to 


participate in this misrepresentation 
by excising or altering uncontrovert- 
ed statements of facts on the plea, as 
General Otis stated, that 'they would 
alarm the penple at home' or 'have 
the people of the United States by the 
ears.' 


"Specifications: Prohibition of hos-

dearly with life and treasure, to say noth- 
iug of the unpardonable injustice done to a 
people whose only crime lies in thPir de- 
sire for independence and sell-government. 


I have definite knowledge that many of 


the volunteers realize the injustice ol the 
cause lor which they are forced to fight. 


With the rapidly-growing sentiment that 


the expansion policy is a serious mistake 
and with the present conditions existing in 
the Philippines added to the experience of 
our own regiment, I believe but lew -would 
enlist from this state.

The New Blnu as a Citizen la Going To 


Bring To Pass a Better Day 


of Cleaner Politics.

iRVr-NBTOS, N. Y., July 18.—The in- 


dividual beads do not constitute a 
necklace. The cord that passes through 
them explains the sinuous grace with 
which they lie upon the bosom of 
beauty.. Sever the cord and tbe collec- 
tive grace is gone. The new man as 
a citizen understands fully that the 
one thing which imparts value and in- 
terest to his life is. the fact of his be- 
ing in and of and permeated by racial 
claims. He knows—and it moulds his 
life—that were he thrust out alone 
and defenseless into the wilds of forest 
land he would wage a losing battle 
against the boisterous forces of nature. 
Part of his political creed, therefore, 
is that the best things of life—the pro- 
tection, the mutual aid, the transfer 
of helpful ideas and almost perfect 
supremacy overnature—come from the 
fact thatjie holds by his fellows and 
his fellows hold by him. Consequently 
the new man as a citizen is opposed 
in every possible way to the fierce 
individualism that will make a man 
exclaim "every man for himself and 
the De'il take the. hindmost." This 
makes him opposed to those things 
that are selfish in the behavior either 
of citizens who rule or citizens who 
are ruled. He is against thievery and 
jobbery in high places and equally 
against apathy and neglect of privi- 
lege in low places. 
You must not 


argue with him that greed is an in- 
stinct and that self-preservation is the 
first law, for he can show you number- 
less evidences from the history of this 
race of ours to prove unselfishness and 
self-sacrifice—even unto death—to have 
been the highest possible gain to the 
race as a whole. In the continuation 
of the discussion he will insist that 
you do not drag it down to the indi- 
vidual basis; for, to go back to the 
necklace illustration, he will show you 
that it is the string of a common life 
that ties us together in one interest 
and one benefit. 
An individual bead 


can be taken and yet there will still 
be a necklace. So, too, an individual 
life can drop out, yet the stream of 
life will go OE; leading us to the un- 
derstanding that an individual life is 
of merit only as it brings beauty and 
strength and honor to the glorious 
whole of which it is a minor part. 


The new man as a citizen is going 


to bring to pass in ever increasing de- 
gree this test of a man's merit—not 
"Did he die rich or did he gain indi- 
vidual honor?" but "Did he feel his 
social obligations and thus leave the 
race a gainer by his life ? The new 
man as a citizen accounts for the re- 
markable growth in this country of 
the municipal spirit. 
We have ad- 


vanced beyond the stage when the 
physical conquest of a continent used 
up our total energy. 
We have ceased 


to spread ourselves thin over a broad 
area and the waves of population roll 
buck more and more upon the towns 
and cities. The new man sees that 
this cannot go on indefinitely in its 
past heedless way without straining 
our social fabric to its very founda- 
tion. He it is who sees that tene- 
ments are light and airy, that breath- 
ing spaces are reserved in perpetuity, 
that life is in every way rendered 
more human both for himself and 
for others. He it is who suggests and 
carries out vast plans of municipal im- 
provement, whose benefits will be en- 
joyed solely by future generations and 
whose burdens are borne most heavily 
by this. 


The new man as a citizen will be 


prompt to ' acknowledge that every 
great question has two sides. 
Conse- 


quently though he will not be lacking 
in very definite 
opinions upon all 


public questions, yet fierce partisan- 
ship will be far from him and, in its 
place, 
only 
courtesy ' and 
charity 


toward those who oppose him. 
He 


also sees that the triumph of an idea 
does not carry with it simply the 
benefit of the triumphant party, but 
that the rights of the defeated are a 
most real obligation upon the shoul- 
ders of the victor. It may be well 
said that things have not always been 
so. Very well; the new man will re- 
ply that "the world moves" and he 
will also tell you and prove to you that 
the pendulum movement in political 
triumphs has been largely due to the 
fact that the party in power has for- 
gotten that it was administering for 
the whole people., 
' The new man as a citizen is going 
to bring to pass a better day of cleaner 
politics; for he is to declare that a man 
who is morally unfit for his compan- 
ionship or the courtesies of his home 
is politically unfit to receive his vote. 
He understands that notwithstanding 
those who see with him are few at 
present, yet their strength is not to be 
counted by numbers: for he has the ut- 
most faith in the pervasive power of a 
right idea. The increase of his kind 
will bring back into political life men 
of strong character and of leisure. He 
will demand, as time progresses, more 
and ;rore real trust of the people, so 
that we shall hope to se=. as part of 
the machinery of future government 
the referendum vote, by reason of 
which all important actions of a legis- 
lature shall be referred back to the 
people themselves for a final decision. 
And his contention will be that while 
—alas !—bad legislation can be bought 
by schemes among a few men the pur- 
chase of the majority of the voters in 
a state would be out of the question. 
But running along beside his efforts 
to give the people a real voice will be 
a constant effort to educate our mixed 
classes up to a better realization of 
their privileges as men and as Ameri- 
cans. 
^Finally, the new man as a citizen 
will dispose of the universal suffrage 
question in this way—woman by her 
physical contour and by her maternal 
functions is unable to do all that men 
can do. In short, she is a different 
creature, with 
different 
modes of 


thought. All these differences being 
conceded, the new man will also con- 
cede that the very differences go to 
prove that men do not understand 
fully all that women want; conse- 
quently, in some form or another, 
woman's voice will be increasingly 
heard in the affairs of the lutnre.

Great Northern Railway company will 
issue invitations to congressmen, the 
various state governors and to Presi- 
dent McKinley to be the guests of the 
company in October and visit the site 
of the proposed national park. Once 
in the wilderness, the party will be 
provided with guides, taken to estab- 
lished hunting and fishing camps, con- 
veyed on tours of exploration and giv- 
en every opportunity to inspect the 
tract.

From a Heroic Husband To a De- 


voted Wife. 


CAPT. DREYFUS' LETTERS. 


Through Nearly All That He Wrote Wuaa 


Veluof High Regolvti In the Fuce of 


Great Ml»[ortune. 
. 


Translations which Harper & Bros, 


are about to publish, under the title 
ol "The Letters of Dreyfus to His 
Wife," give for tue.first time the story 
of tbe case in the prisoner's own 
words; and it is a story thatfor pathos, 
tragedy, 
despair 
and true Spartan 


heroism is unsurpassed in the annals 
of either history or fiction. 


The arrest, on the charge of selling 


army secrets- to another nation, took 
place October 15, 1894, and came upon 
Dreyfus like'a bolt out of a clear sky. 
For almost two months the liberty of 
writing even to his wife was forbid- 
dea, but on December 5 the longed-for 
permission was obtained and there- 
after letters passed between husband 
and wife daily, and sometimes almost 
hourly, until he was removed to Devil's 
Island. The letters published in the 
volume alluded to cover the period 
from December S, 1S94, to March 5, 
1808. 


Ihe second letter of the series, dated 


December ">, 1894, when Dreyfus as yet 
had hardly realized the danger that 
menaced him, is as follows: 


"I am waiting with impatience for 


a letter from you. You are my hope; 
you are my consolation; were it not 
for you life would be a burden. 
At 


the bare thought that they could ac- 
cuse me of a crime so frightful, so 
monstrou.j, my whole being trembles; 
my body revolts against it. To have 
Worked all my life for oae thiug alone, 
to avenge my country, to struggle for 
her against the infamous ravisher who 
has snatched from us our dear Alsace, 
and then to be accused of treason 
against that country—no, my loved 
one, my mind refuses to comprehend 
it! 


"Do you remember my telling you 


how, when 1 was in Mulhouse, ten 
years ago, in September, I heard a 
German band under our windows cele- 
brating the anniversary of l::edan ? 
My grief was such that I wept; I bit 
the sheets of noy bed with rage, and I 
swore an oath to consecrate all my 
strength, all my intelligence, to the 
service of my country against those 
who thus offered insult to the grief 
of Alsace. 


"No, no. I will not speak of it, for 


I shall go inad, and I must preserve 
all my reason. 
Moreover, my life has 


henceforth but one aim—to find the 
wretch who has betrayed his country; 
to find the traitor for whom no pun- 
ishment could be too severe. 


"Oh, dear France, thoia that I love 


with all my soul, with all my heart! 
Thou to whom I have consecrated all 
my strength, all my intelligence, how 
cyuld one accuse me of a crime so 
horrible! I will not write upon this 
subject, my darling, for spasms take 
me by the throat. No man has ever 
Lome the martyrdom that I endure. 
No physical suffering can be compared 
to the mental agony that I feel when 
my thoughts turn to this accusation. 
If I had not my honor to defend, I 
assure you that I should prefer death; 
at least, death would be forgetfulness. 
Write to me soon. My love to all. 


"ALl'UED." 


From the letter written on the day 


preceding his trial it is seen that Drey- 
fus was still hopeful after two months' 
imprisonment, with never a doubt 
about his ultimate acquittal. It is in 
striking contrast to the letter written 
after the trial, when the worst had 
happened and the nightmare had come 
true. These letters follow : 


"At last I am coming to the end ol 


my sufferings, to the end of my agony. 
To-morrow I shall appear before my 
judges, my brow high, my soul tran- 
quil. The trial I have undergone, ter- 
rible as it has been, has purified my 
soul. I shall return to you better than 
I was before. I want to consecrate to 
you, 
to my children, to 
our dear 


families, all the time I have yet to 
live. 


•'As I have told you, I have passed 


through 
awful crises. 
I have had 


moments of furious, actual madness at 
the thought of being accused of a crime 
so monstrous. 


"I am ready to appear before the 


soldiers as a soldier who has nothing 
for which to reproach himself. They 
will see it in my face; they will read 
my soul; they will be convinced that I 
am innocent; as all will who know 
me. 


The letter written after his trial 


reads as follows : 


"I suffer much, but I pity you still 


more than myself. I know how much 
you love me. Your heart must bleed. 
On my side, 
my adored one, ray 


thought has always been of you night 
aud day. 


"To be innocent, lo have lived a life 


without a stain, and to see one's self 
condemned for the most monstrous 
crime that a soldier can commit! What 
could be more terrible ? It seems to 
me at times that [ am the victim of an 
awful nightmare. 


'•It is for you aloue that I have re- 


sisted until to-day; it is for you alone, 
my adored one, that I have borne my 
long agony. Will my strength hold 
out to the end ? I cannot tell. No 
one but you can' give me courage. It 
is only from your love that I can draw 
it. 


"Above all else, no matter what may 


become of me, search for the truth; 
move earth and heaven to discover it; 
sink in the effort, if need be, all our 
fortune, to rehabilitate 
my name, 


which now is dragged 
through the 


mud. 
No matter what may be the cost, 


we must wash out the unmerited stain." 


Alter his fate was sealed and he bad 


been removed to Devil's Island, his de- 
termination that the truth should be 
brought to light was stronger than 
ever. One of the first letters written 
from Devil's Island was the following: 


"I made for your sake the greatest 


sacrifice a man can make in resigning 
myself to 'ive after my tragic fate was 
decided. 
I did this because you had 


inculcated in me the conviction that the 
truth must always come to light. In 
your turn, my darling, do all that is 
humanly possible to discover the truth. 
A wife and a mother yourself, try to 
move the hearts of wives and mothers, 
so that they may give up to you the 
'key of this dreadful mystery. I must 
ha<-e toy honor if you want me to live 
I must.have it for our dear children. 
Do not reason with your heart; that 
d KS BO good. I have been convicted. 
Nothing can be Changed in our tragic 
situation until tbe decisions 
shall 


have been reversed. Eettect, then, 
and 
pursue the solution 
of this 


enigma. 
That 
will 
be 
worth 


more than 
coming here to share 


my horrible liTe 
It will be the best, 


the only means of savicg- my life. 
Say 


to yourself that it is a question of life 
or death for me, as well as for our 
children." 


This letter was to his little boy : 
"Pew LlULcPiGrre : Papa sends good 


big kisses to you and to little Jeanne. 
He thinks very often of you both. I 
trustyou will show little Jeanne how to 
make big high towers of blocks, which 
it is such fun to tumble down. Be 
good children, and pet your mother- 
when she is sad. Also be kind to your 
grandfather 
and grandmother, and 


play no bad tricks on ypnr aunts 
When papa returns from his journey 
you will come to meet him at the sta- 
tion with little Jeanne, with mama 
and all the rest, ' 


"More big kisses for you and for 


Jeanne.

BRYAN-ON TRUSTS. 


They Cnn lie Extinguished If the Repub- 


lican AdinliilBtratlou Dealreg It. 


About 1,000 people attended 
the 


dollar dinner given by the young 
Men's Democratic club of Columbus, 
0., the other night. The affair was 
strictly Democratic in its simplicity, 
all classes being represented. 
The 


chief guest was Col. William Jennings 
Bryan. 


At the table with him were also 


seated the Hon. C. T. Callahan and 
George Fred Williams, of Massachu- 
setts, Judge Tarvin, of Kentucky, the 
lion. Allen W. Thurman, of Columbus, 
the toastmaster, and a number-of 
others prominent in state politics, 
The entrance of Colonel Bryan -was 
greeted with an outburst of applause 
which lasted until after he had become 
seated. 


The Hon. C. T. Callahan, of Massa- 


chusetts, was the first speaker, re- 
sponding to the toast, "The Issues." 
He dwelt particularly upon imperial- 
ism, trusts and free silver as the lead- 
ing issues of 1900. Judge Tarvin, of 
Kentucky, 
responded 
to the 'toast, 


"Party and Principle." 


When Colonel Bryan was introduced 


there was another outburst of ap- 
plause that continued for several min- 
utes. When quiet had been restored 
Mr. Bryan launched upon a discussion 
of the issues of the day in response to 
the "toast, "Democracy." 
He said in 


part: 


11J congratulate the club upon hav- 


ing declared in emphatic terms that 
there shall be no retreat from the 
position adopted by the Democratic 
party in 1890. The Chicago platform 
applied Jeffersonian principles to the 
questions then before the country. 
Every p]ank in tbe platform was a 
Democratic plank and not one plank 
could be taken from the platform 
without injury to the party's chances 
of success. 
Sometimes we hear a sug- 


gestion that the silver plank shoulc 
be dropped or amended, but as a rule 
those who threatened to get off the 
platform are really the persons who 
were never on the platform. Those 
who aided in the adoption of the Chi 
cago platform are still true to its 
principles and a multitude of those 
who were opposed to its adoption have 
teen converted to it within the lasi 
three years. 


'The money question is neither dead 


nor sleeping. 
Can the gold standarc 


be regarded as satisfactory 
when a 


Republican president sent'a coinrais 
sion to Europe to secure, aid in getting 
rid of it? 
Every argument made in 


favor of an international agreement is 
a condemnation of the gold standard 
The failure of the commission to secure 
foreign aid in the restoration of bimet 
alistn is conclusive proof that we musl 
act alone if we expect relief from raon 
ometalism, while the refusal of our 
opponents to siiggest any other ratio is 
evidence that 10 to 1 is the only ratio at 
which bimetallism is possible. 


"The trustquestion is not a new one, 


and yet it has grown in interest and 
importance because the trusts have 
grown in number. 
Attoney General 


Griggs is reported as saying "If any- 
thing is done to control the trusts, il 
must be done by the states." No one 
who has examined this subject will be- 
lieve that state legislation, is sufficient. 
The federal government must deal 
with the trusts as soon as its perni- 
cious influence extends beyond the 
limits of the state in which it is or- 
ganized. The president, thro'ugh his 
attorney general, can enforce the law 
now in existence. If that law is not 
sufficient he can recommend 
laws 


which are sufficient. 
If the constitu 


tion will not permit the extinguish- 
ment of trusts he can recommend an 
amendment to the constitution confer- 
ring upon the federal government am- 
ple power to enable the government to 
destroy the monopoly principle in in- 
dustry. 
The 
Republican 
party, 


through its administration, could ex- 
tinguish its trusts if it desired to do 
so. It is powerless to deal with the 
question because it mortgaged itself to 
the trusts to obtain the money neces' 
sary to carry the last election. When 
the methods employed in the last elec- 
tion are understood no one need won- 
der that the attorney .general is undis- 
turbed by the*watering of stock, the 
discharge of traveling men and the ex- 
tortion practised on the consumer." 


The latter half of Mr. Bryan's speech 


was devoted to imperialism, with this 
conclusion : 


"Let us give to the Filipinos the 


same assurance of independence that 
we have given to the Cubans. Let us 
assure them of our intention of estab- 
lishing a stable government, which, 
when established, will be their gov- 
ernment, not ours. Let us assure them 
that we shall stand by them like an 
elder brother and say to other nations: 
'Hands off. Let this republic work 
out its destiny.' "

NKW YOCK, July IS —Eleven hundred 


and fhty-Iive, and the day i started 
thesu letters had been hot and uncom- 
fortable. 
Philadelphia was crowded 


beyond all possibility of shelter or food. 
Gangs of pickpockets 
roamed 
the 


streets all night, preying on our inno- 
cent country cousins who were com- 
pelled to hurry back home ou their re- 
turn excursion tickets, as they had not 
enough money left to pay for their 
breakfast and admittance to the expo- 
sition. 


The eastern sky was flecked with 


streaks of light, glad harbinger of the 


• coming day. 
I was dreadfully tired 


and I knew that their opinion of my 
abilities as & correspondent would be 
governed materially by their first im- 
pressions 
So I crossed my arms and 


tried to think of some of the miracles 
I had seen since the opening. Nothing 
was clear. It was a tangled skein of 
wonders constantly changing and each 
change more beautiful than the one 
that had preceded it. 


How shall I begin Broadbrim dum- 


ber One? I suppose I must have fallen 
asleep the instant my head touched 
the table. And 1 was awakened by a 
bang that might have awakened the 
Seven Sleepers. 
It was a party of 


young fellows whose acquaintance I 
made in London. They had tramped 
the streets all night and were as fuli 
as ticks, and singing. "I Won't Go 
Home Till Morning." One had a red 
umbrella, another a yellow one—the 
rest had streamers fastened to the ends 
of their canes and with locked arms 
they swept the street of passengers as 
they marched. I soon got rid of my 
visitors, an J then began the task which 
I am finishing in these latter days, but 
of which I have not yet found the end. 


We have had a strange outburst of 


crime which brings back to memory 
the 
jv- senile assassination of Jesse 


Pomeroy. 


What is the matter with our boys? 


We read at various times in history of 
people possessed of the- devil. If ever 
there was any stich c:ise we have had 
two illustrations, ol which, or with 
which, the devil would be ashamed to 
keep company. 
Some time ago, on the 


west side of the town, two boys about 
twelve years of age might have been 
seen dragging a little.boy through the 
streets toward an old building, around 
which there was an iron fence. 
They 


had rope and wire with which they 
fastened him to the fence, then collect- 
in!; paper and shavings, they piled 
them np around him and set them on 
fire, standing back laughing to hear 
him scream. Fortunately, a woman in 
the neighborhood, who was looking 
out of her window, saw the boy's dead- 
ly peril and, running downstairs, re- 
leased him, suit'erinp: severe burns her- 
self. The two young villains, as the 
flames rose around their victim, shout- 
ed and danced and clapped their hands 
and acted as if it were the finest fun in 
the world, but when they saw the wo- 
man coming to the child's assistance 
they knew very well they had been 
committing a crime. 


But as long as society coddles them 


up, bringing them fruit and tlowers, as 
long as such travesty of justice and the 
vilest criminals are allowed to partake 
of that which should be the reward of 
virtue, so long the bands of thieves and 
murderers that cost us from S-1,000,000 
to 58,000,000 to secure us iu comfort 
-and safety from their raids, just so long 
oflicial criminal om'ees will be the grand 
prizes of oflicial villainy. I have seen 
men brought into court here red hand- 
ed, and it really seemed as if the mag- 
istrate desired the officer to apologize 
to the thief. 
A case occurred a few 


years ago which made me sick at heart, 
vet no reparation was made to the man 
they hunted down, and while it is true 
he was eventually hanged, his life was 
made as happy and pleasant as it was 
possible for an innocent man's life to 
be. 


On Thirty-first street, just off Fifth 


avenue, was a fashionable boarding 
house kept by a woman who once was 
wealthy; she had considerable fortune, 
and even in her failure, she retain- 
ed many beautiful gems and ar- 
ticles of jewelry which 
were her 


pride and glory in those happy days 
when she was a leader among the 400. 
Onr inside fashionable life is not as in- 
tolerant as many suppose, and while 
not able to ruftle her feathers along- 
side of the Astors and Vanderbilts, 
:she still had enough to be recognized 
as one of the leaders in the fashion- 
able world. Her hoarders were among 
the very best and richest families in 
the city and her character irreproach- 
able. One morning the servants, won- 
dering that she-was not there, as her 
usual custom was to supervise the 
breakfast, knocked on her door several 
times and finally, hearing no reply, 
opened the door and found her lying 
dead, in full dress, as though prepared 
for dinner; her hands and feet were 
firmly tied together by portions of a. 
sheet, which answered for a rope; a 
bandage was firmly placed under her 
chin and over her head,preventing her 
from giving any alarm. 
There were 


no marks of violence; she had simply 
been strangled to death by the assas- 
sins, aided possibly by a little chloro- 
form. That day hardly unything else 
was talked about except the assassina- 
tion of this woman in upper New York; 
the police were almost wild because 
there was no clew. How did the mur- 
derer get away? The key of the door, 
which was locked, was on the inside. 
AD army of detectives and all the Pink- 
erton officers that could be found sank 
back chagrined and exhausted before 
the chief, when they informed him 
they had found nothing. Now here is 
something for psychologists to ponder 
on. The reporter of a prominent Bos- 
ton paper had been reading a Boston 
paper which an hour before had been 
filled with New York news, and some- 
thing seemed to tell him that a stylish 
negro who was walking on the other 
side of the street was the murderer of 
the New York woman. 
He crossed 


the street and followed on after him, 
without exciting any attention, and 
saw him enter a colored church, where 
a revival was then being held. He 
l«ft the church and found an officer, to 
whom he told his suspicions that he 
had the murderer which all New York 
was talking about, and a heavy reward 
had been offered. 
The Nev/ York 


police were then notified; a requisition 
was. immediately olta'.ned ^rom the 


governor; it was approved by the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, and the day 
following he was brought to New York. 
When he was arrested and searched in 
Boston a pair of sleeve buttons and a 
very peculiar gold watch, which the 
nnirdered woman had since her child1 


hood, and some other articles were 
identified as belonging to the murdered 
woman. 
The negro himself, whose 


name was Cox, had been head waiter 
for a number of months in her house, 
had disappeared a few days before the 
murder. She was married to a gentle- 
man who had once been a heavy opera- 
tor on Wall street, but had retired 
from all business seveial years before. 
Wlien all other sources of evidence had 
been gone over, suspicion landed on 
her husband, a quiet old gentleman, 
over seventy years of age. Visitors 
Hocked to the house and talked of the 
unfortunate matter in the old man's 
presence, and he had to bear the agony 
of their suspicions, while unbidden 
'.ears rolled down his cheeks, almost 
scalding him as they fell. 
It was 


wicked, intolerably wicked, but he had 
to wa;fc until his vindication came 
from the Supreme Power above. When 
Cox reached New York almost the en- 
tire body of detectives were set upon 
his track and unsavory instances of 
his former life were brought to light. 
The fact of his possession of the watch 
and cuff buttons confirmed the police 
ID the belief that he was the man who 
committed the murder. His trial came 
on. The damaging circumstantial evi- 
dence had wound him like a net, from 
which t'^ere was no escape, and the 
jury brought in a verdict of wilful 
murder in the first degree. Colored and 
white ministers crowded around him 
to give assurances that the gates of 
Canaan were opened to receive him. 
One woman brought him expensive 
flowers every day and invariably em- 
braced him as they opened the cell 
door. She expressed a desire to meet 
him in heaven and Cox assured her 
that he would await her coming with 
impatience. The last week approach- 
ed and all miscellaneous visiting was 
forbidden, except to the woman who 
had brought him a daily renewal of 
fresh flowers. 
Another woman, who 


had only been admitted three or four 
times during the period of his incarcer- 
ation, on applying for admission the 
fourth day before the execution, was 
denied. She begged and prayed most 
earnestly just to see and speak to him 
one moment. The bluff sheriff refused 
her and asked her what she wanted. 
She told him it was just to kiss and 
bless him before he died.

^'SURFACE OF ROADS. 


Only the Hardest Stone Should Be 


Uicd For Top Layer. 


The advantages to be derived from 


good stcne roads are so manifold that 
all other materials should be discarded 
where tough road stone is available for 
their construction and maintenance. 
But it is greater economy to use earth 
or .gravel than logo to thi; expense of 
macadamising roads with too soft, too 
brittle or rotten ftutterial. Many use 
this because it is easily prepared. A 
read should never be surfaced w-ith 
anything short of trap rock cr serpen- 
tine. 
Inferior material may often be 


nsed with impunity for the first layer, 
or foundation, but even this should be 
selected with great care. 


The evila resulting from improper 


construction of stone roadH are even 
greater than those from the use of im- 
proper material. Macadam never in- 
tended that a ueterugeiieuuscouglomera- 
tiou of stony and inud should be called 
u macadam ruad. 
Neither did he in- 


tend that the name should be applied 
to roads constructed of large and small 
stones mixed together and spread upon 
tbe surface. The surface of a road built 
in this manner is constantly disturbed 
by tbe larger stones, which work to the 
surface and which are knocked hither 
and thither by the wheels of vehicles 
and the feet of animals. Such methods 
of construction cannot be too severely 
condemned. 


The first course of foundation of the 


macadam road can be made of t 
coarsest stones from the crusher, pro- 
vided that they are of uniform size and 
that each stone shall weigh not over 
six oonces and will pass through a V/% 
inch ring. Where the road is to be 
eight inches thick this 
foundation 


should be four inches after rolling. If 
the road is to be of greater thickness 
than eight 
inches, 
the 
foundation 


should be composed of two courses 
separately rolled. 


After having thoroughly rolled this 


foundation apply enough ground stone 
or coarse sand to fill tbe interstices. 
This should be wetted and thoroughly 
rolled until a hard and uniform surface 
is obtained. 


Upon this foundation the surface 


material should be placed, wetted and 
thoroughly rolled. The stones of-which 
this surface 
material 
is 
composed 


should be if possible crushed to a size 
of one iuch in diameter; but if that is 
not possible they sbonld never be lar- 
ger in 
diameter 
than 
13-2 inches. 


Ground stone screenings should then be 
spread upon tbe surface, wetted and 
rolled as before, until a hard smooth 
surface is tba result. 


STATE AID FOR ROADS. 


Wbut the System HUM Done For the 


Fanners of N'etv Jei-sey. 


Road bnilding by state aid is steadi- 


ly increasing in New Jersey, says En- 
gineering News. 
The principal con- 


struction has been in the direction of 
:'oads fonr, six and eight inches deep, 
as experience has shown (bat properly 
drained earth is a sufficiently good 
foundation far any road snperstucture, 
and all that is wanted is enough 
"metal" on tbe surface to stand up 
under the wear until tbe roads have to 
be resurfaced. This happens when the 
roads are subjected to two or three 
inches of wear. To cheaply maintain 
the surface .an application of coarse 
sand or gravel and loam containing 
oxide of iron will keep tbo surface in 
good condition and make t'i soft cushion 
for the feet of horses. 


The authorities of New Jersey have 


decided on roads 10, 12 and 14 feet 
wide in tbe country and 16 feet wide

in the towns as the limits for state aid. 
If the citizens wish wider roads, they 
must do the remaining work at their 
own cost. 
Tbe roads are now costing 


from 20 to 70 cents per square yard, 
depending ou the locality, availability 
of stone, etc. 


Before the advent of stone roads the 


leading highways, not graveled, were 
almost a bed of sand, and teams carried 
40 or 50 baskets of produce to Philadel- 
phia markets with difficulty 
Farmers 


siiipped produce mainly by railways 
and boats as being the cheaper method. 


The farmers now cart to market 


instead of sending by boat and return 
with from three to five tons of manure, 
and thus effect a large saving. When 
carting an average load of loO baskets, 
the farmer saves by the use of his own 
team about $10 per day 
He also saves 


a commission of 10 per cent, or about 
$6 on 150 baskets, by marketing his 
own produce.

loss to the farmers of tbe United States 
by tbe bad roads of tlie country is not 
less than one-fourth uf tbe tuta! home 
value of all their products 
The total 


hnme value of the annual products of 
tbe United States farms is about §12,- 
500.000.000 and the loss by bad roads 
is about 
sfBOO.OOO.OOO. so 
that' the 


farmers lose, or they would lose if they 
could s t a u d a l l that loss themselves, 
one-fourth the value of all their urocl- 


cts by the extra cost of getting them 


to market 


They do not pretend to be able to

they saddle upon tbe consumer and the

CORN CULTURE. 


The Modern Iilju la to Kill Wee 


anil Keen the Soil Well Stirred. 
The culture of corn in a general sense 


consists 'of doing two things—killing 
weeds and stirring the soil. Weeds are 
injurious because they consume the 
plant food and to that extent they rob 
crops. They also take large quantities 
of water from tbe soil. Stirring the soil 
aids in the formation (if. .plant food, 
aerates or ventilates tbe soil, influences 
soil temperature, improves tilth, and 
in a measure controls tbe supply of 
moisture. 
With these two leading 


thoughts in inind we will let them gov- 
ern us throughout the com growing 
season, says a writer in The New Eng- 
land Homestead, in preface to more 
minute directions in which tlie follow- 
ing items occur: 


After the soil is well plowed thorough 


pulverization is necessary. 
The disk 


harrow, the spring tooth and smoothing 
barrow, and a drag, or roller, make a 
good combination for this work. A few 
days after planting, jnst before the corn 
plants begin to come through, go over 
the field with a harrow. 
This helps 


with the further pulverization rf the 
soil and kills all the little weeds. 


In a week, when the corn is two 


inches above the ground, go over the 
field a second time with the harrow. 
This leaves the soil fi^9 and mellow, 
the Held clean and active, and tbe corn 
plants not hurt a particle. Begin culti- 
vation at this stage for an additional 
reason—viz, stirring the soil to control 
the inoistnre supply. Water comes np 
in thesoil jnst as oil in:i lamp wick. It 
has capillary fiow—that is, little tubes 
are found in tbe soil and water rises 
from soil particle to soil particle, and 
when it gets up to tlie top of the ground 
it vaporizes. In stirring the soil we 
simply break off the top of these tubes, 
and the fine dirt acts as a mulch, there- 
by keeping this water in tbe soil. 


About two inches, all things consid- 


ered, is the best depth for cultivation. 
Cultivating in clods or to an unusual 
depth destroys tbe roots and injures the 
p'ant. Neither does itfuruisb ao effect- 
lie nmlcb. 


Summing up, the following should be 


borne iij mind: Begin the cultivation 
of the corn before planting time, bar- 
row the ground at least twice after 
planting, cultivate after every rain to 
break tbe crust—cultivation is needed 
as much to conserve moisture as to kill 
the weeds—keep cultivators away from 
the corn roots, never plant corn in 
clods, have the cultivator leave the soil 
level and even, but not in ridges. Fight 
the weeds: they are the worst enemies 
of com. 


Potato niiKut. Enrly mill Lute. 
There are two forms of potato blight, 


or rust—tlie early and tlie late. There 
is usually li ttle difficulty in distinguish- 
ing between the two. The early blight 
appears in June or July, the late in 
August. 
The early blight presents nu-

merons sharply outlined, dark brown 
spots on the leaves. Tim late blight 
manifests it.self as a progressive wither- 
ing or dying of the leaves, spreads more 
rapidly than tbe early, and usually pre- 
sents a readily seen white, moldlike 
growth on the underside of the leaves. 
Both diseases often appear together, 
especially on late varieties. Both of 
these diseases are spread by apcres. 
The figure presented by Professor Lam- 
son of tbe New Hampshire station in 
his "Notes on Apple and Potato Dis- 
e.'tses" shows the curious shaped spores 
oi: early blight (magnified) germinating 
preparatory to infecting the host plant. 
Tbe spores of the late blight are egg 
sha ped. 


Repeated experiments have shown 


that buth these diseases may be profit- 
ably controlled by spraying with bor- 
deaux mixture. 


For early blight on early potatoes 


Professor Lamson advises to spray when 
the vines are about two-thirds grown 
or as soon as the disease makes its ap- 
pearance. Repeat tbe spraying in about 
two weeks. 


For both early and late blight on late 


potatoes spray three times—tbe middle 
of July, the 1st of August and the mid- 
dle of August 


Setting Ont Celery 1'lnntn. 


When settled, warm weather bas 


come in May or June and celery plants 
have made a growth of fiveorsixincb.es, 
they should be set in the garden. It 
will be of advantage at this time to 
trim off the tops of tbe leaves and about 
one-fifth at tbe end of tbe main root. 
Tlie ground mnst be thoroughly worked 
and fertilized with fine, rich compost, 
containing cbickan manure if practica- 
ble. The plants are set in rows three to 
fonr feet apart and five to six inches 
apart in tlie row 
It is practically im- 


possible to make tbe ground too rich, 
and good stable manure seems to be 
most in favor for tbe purpose. As much 
as 2l 000 ponnels to the acre of a "high 
;rade, complete commercial fertilizer" 
may be nsed upon tbe soil already sup- 
plied with stable manure. The soil must 
be kept moist, and if it is not natnrally 
so water must be turned on liberally. 
Tbo soil mnst be loose both before and 
after transplanting 
and weeds kept 


down indnstriously 
Cultivation must 


be especially careful until the celery 
has made a good start after the fiimi 
transplanting.

FEEDING GRAIN. 


ir.»w «> Get tlie Must Out ut Uiilky 


Food. 


There is great unwillingness on the 


part of many old fanners to feed grain 
to stock nrleaa they are obliged to do 
EG, says the Boston Cultivator. They 
hare grown np with the belief that 
coarse fodder and even hay are more 
economical than grain, and as a desire 
to economize is their ruling idea they 
try to siiTB all the grain the farm grows 
to turn into money. 
If all the farm 


produce wore to be sold in its original 
state, doubtless the grain would bring 
the most in proportion to tbe cost of 
getting it to market. Indeed there are 
large amounts of coarse fodder grown 
on most farms that are too bnllty in 
proportion to their nutritive value to 
be profitably sold. If it were not possi- 
ble to get some good cut of them by 
feeding to atock, they mnst be allowed 
to rot down into manure. "Set in feed- 
ing this rongh, balky food so maeh of 
its nutrition goes to keeping up animal 
heat and making the digestive organs 
work that there is little gain for the 
animal itself. It is not an uncommon 
experience with farmers who feed thns 
to have stock fall off in flesh all winter 
and be "spring poor" at its close. If 
such farmers would make the experi- 
ment of feeding some grain with this 
bulky food, it would make their stock 
more thrifty, make the manure pile 
much richer, and would make the bulky 
food an advantage instead of a source 
of loss to its owner. 


Concentrated nutrition is necessary 


if we would dispose of a large amount 
of rough, coarse feed with profit. 
On 


most eastern farms corn is the grain 
that can be most easily and profitably 
grown and that furnishes in its stalks 
a great amount of roughness that re- 
quires all the grain grown with it to 
dispose of to the best advantage. But 
we believe it possible with good stock 
to purchase feeds for feeding to supple- 
ment the corn gram that will be of even 
greater advantage. Linseed and cotton- 
seed meal are so rich feeds that great 
caro is required in feeding then]. They 
are nitrogenous feeds and are therefore 
better fitted to supplement most of the 
coarse feeds, like straw and cornstalks, 
whose nutrition is chiefly curbouaceoua. 
When we feed corn grain and corn- 
stalks together, there is not wide enough 
difference between them to make the 
best ration. "Wiieu we add a small pro 
portion of linseed or cottonseed meal, 
most of whoee increased cost will be re- 
turned in the manure pile, it enables 
the animal to digest the whole ration 
more perfectly. 


Where the policy of purchasing these 


concentrated meals to feed with coarse 
fodder is generally adopted it will 
;reatly add to the value of much that, 
as it is generally fed, does neither stock 
nor its owner much good. The farmer, 
instead of throwing it out as if it had 
ittle value, will care for his corn fod- 
der and straw as he has never done be- 
fore. 
While they are of little value to 


Be fed alone, they become valuable as 
an adjunct to feeding a large amount 
of oil or cottonseed meal that could 
not ue disposed of without them.

BB are hong between these; also the 
upright C. This upright is left free to 
play backward and forward aud is at- 
tached to one of the levers by means of 
a ropo. This, when drawn up, fixes the 
animal's lateral position. To the other 
lever is attached the rope that draws up 
the animal's head by means of a web 
or movable framework placed under the 
jaw against the crossbar D, to hold it 
rigid vertically. The gate should be 
made out of good, heavy, solid material, 
bolted together and with no cracks 
large enough for the animal to get its 
feet through. 
The hinges sbonld be 


heavy and of wrought iron. Any black- 
smith can make them out of, say, one- 
fourth iuch by two inch iron. The gate 
is fastened shut by means of pins, FF, 
passed through eyelets.bolted to the post. 
A lever sbonld be arranged on the side of 
the shoot and these pins attached to it, 
so that they can all be removed at once.

NUT GROWING. 


Pluln and Practical '''nil' of Interest 


•to Amateurs. 


The planting and cMiltlvntlou oi' vari- 


ous kinds of nuts will sooner or latei 
be given more attention by nurserymen 
and landowners than a.t present. The 
hybridization of nuts has already be- 
gun, and it can be sol'ely predicted 
that many new hybrids will be pro- 
duced in the near future. A nut of this 
sort has been obtained by crossing two 
distinct varieties, the bind; waluut auc 
California waluut, ami has been given 
the uame "Royal." 
Mr. Luther Bur- 


bank, tbe originator of various new hy- 
brids in fruits, is tlie successful experi- 
menter, says a Couutry Oeutleuiau cor- 
respondent, whose remarks are further 
reproduced, as follows: 


On almost every farm there is more 


or less space which could be utilized 
and converted into a nut grove at very 
little expense or trouble—the steep 
sides of a swale or gully, hillsides that 
are too steep to cultivate, a I'ov; of out 
trees planted ou each side of the lane, 
or planted in fields used as permanent 
pasture; in tbe latter ease tbe troes, if 
not planted too thickly, would add to 
the value of pasture land by the de- 
lightful shade glvc.u. 


Nature seems to have distributed the 


various kinds of nuts in soils and lo- 
calities best suited lo their growth. 
For instance, the chestnut is always 
found growing on a sandy soil, while a 
hickory is rarely found growing in 
sanely localities, yet would thrive In 
sand if planted there. 
The chestnut 


will thrive if planted in almost any 
deep rich soil where there is good 
drainage. I have often beard it said 
that a chestnut tree if planted ou any 
but a sandy soil would not live, and 1 
bave also heard it asserted that it 
cannot be transplanted successfully; 
but I have proved to my own satisfac- 
tion that both of these can be dom> 
quite successfully. The chances of suc- 
cess can bo made greater by introduc- 
ing a little of the noil natural to the 
tree into the bole in which it Is to be 
planted. 


The writer transplanted some 10 or 


15 sweet chestnut trees last spring. 
Digging good sized holes, we care- 
fully placed the trees in them and then 
tilled the holes nearly full of 
sand. 


After pressing clowu the sand we cov- 
ered the latter with about two or three 
inches of clay loam to prevent their 
drying out. All but one or two of 
these trees are alive aud will be graft- 
ed the coming spring with improved 
varieties. 


Not long since 1 read an article ou 


chestnut culture by Jacob Dlugee of 
Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Dlugce's method 


was to cut off the old trees or any 
young ones that were too old to gral'l 
down to the ground. They would then 
seucl up a new growth of 
sprouts. 


Those were thinned out the next year 
to a few more than were uecdeu. At 
each stump or root the sprouts were 
grafted when Iwo or throe years old. 
They were afterward, again thinned 
out to a suitable distance apart.
